-An interesting report has appeared from the 
pen of Mr. ‘Walter J. Clenocil, H.M. Consul at 
Kinkiang, on ajourneyin the interior of Kiangsi: 
In the courte of his travels Mr, Clennell visited: 
Ching-te-Cnen, on the Kan River, the seat af 

the porcelain industry. “Mr. Clennel thus des-- 
cribes that city — 

* Ching-té-Chen stands on the. left bank of the 
"river, which here flows from nowth to south 
The site of the town, though well above or- 


| dinary water, level, is low. relatively tamost cf 


the surrounding-country,-so_that. the Sjolent 


} freshets which frequently: come down, both 


from the upper reaches of the main yalley, 
towards Fouliing and Chimen, and from the 
two or. more large tributaries which converge 
at this ‘point, expose it to sudden and at times 
disastrous flocds. The town, in ‘fact, lies ina 
pocket, with hills on all sides, rising to the 
south and east into noble ranges of, mountains 
at onl} afew miles distance, and with onlya 


west corner, 

The remains_of several forts on. the neigh-. 
bouring hills, and a ‘long line of carthworks to 
the south of the town, remiin to attest the 
struggle that raged in the ‘go's during the 
(Taip'ing | rebellion. and which resulted 1 in the 
temporary .tuin of the industry and ‘partial 
destruction of the town. 

During the last forty-five years Ching- té 
Chén has had time to recover, in very large 
measure; from this Jast calamity, bul it is satd 
to be not sv busy or so populous as before the 
Taiping rebellion, 

Everything in Ching-é Chéa cither belongs 
to or is altogether subordinate to the porcelain 
}and carthernware industry: The very houses 
aye for the most part built of fragments of fire- 
clay (called “ lopting-t'u") that were once part, 
either of old kilns or of the fire-clay covers in’ 
which procelain is stacked during firing, The 
tiver bank is covered for miles with a deep 
stratnm of broken chinawyjre and chips of fire- 
clay, and as far as one coul 
part. af the town and- several square miles of 
the surrounding country are built over, or’ 
composed of, a similar deposil. A great in- 
dustry, employing hundreds of thousands of 
hands, does. not remain localized in a single 
spot for 900 years withonit giving to that spat a 
character of its owa, 

This is perhaps what struck me most forcibly 
in Ching-é Chéng—that it is ‘unlike ‘anything 
else in China. The forms, the co'our, the ma- 
terials used in the buildings, the atmosphere, 
‘Bre somewhat reminiscent of the poorer pitts 
of Manchester, but resemble'no other large 
town that [have ever visited. At present there 
are 104 pottery kilns in the town of which some 
thirty or so were actually in work at the time of 
my visit. Tlie greater part of the kilns only 
work for a comparatively short season every 
summer. - During this busy season, when every. 
kiln is perhaps employing an average of io to 


to about 400,020, but of this nearly, if not quite 
half; are labourers drawn from a wide area of 
‘cuntry—chiely from Tuch'ang district—who 
only come for. the season, live m raws of bar- 
rack-like sheds, and do-not bring their families 
with them. -- ‘ 
But, apart from the kiln’, oe pas: 
street alter street where every shop iefecune 
by men, women, and children, ail efgaged in 
the designing, moulding, painting, or distribut- 
ing of pottery. otters’ sti¢ds, where the clay 
is mixed and moulded on ithe wheel, seemed to 
be innumerable, The: river -bank is crowded 
for 3 miles by junks either Innding material 
and fuel. or shipping the finished product. 
“Shops for the retail sale of the ware, though 
humerous, are fess in evidencr than might have 
been expected, and the wholesale tride, which 
is in the hands of guilds, makes fitde display. 
Apart from the’ meeting halls of these guilds, 
there are scarcely any buildings with any 
architectural pretension, but the guild halls are 
neh _ elaborate structures,
